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Upon reviewing the claims in the '590 patent, the 
patentee noted that the formula in column 28, between lines 
20-25 (formula (2)) does not correspond to formula (2) in 
independent claim 1 submitted with the May 2 response in the 
'557 application. More specifically, the error is in the 
structure of the first oxetanyl group of formula (2) in claim 
1 of the '590 patent. 

The error in formula (2) recited in independent 
claim 1 of the '590 patent is a Patent and Trademark Office 
error since allowed independent claim 1 in the '557 
application recites the correct formula (2) and corresponding 
structure of the first oxetanyl group.
